2. Claims 1 0 and 1 5-23 are allowed over the prior art of record. Claims 1 0 and 1 5- 
23 are renumbered as 1-10 respectively. 

3. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons For Allowance: The prior 
art of record does not teach nor suggest "a control unit for charging fees only to 
providers of the additional images when the additional image mode is selected at said 
mode selection unit" as stated in independent claim 10. Independent claim 15 contains 
a similar limitation: "a control unit for placing a charge for printing the document images 
and, in the case of the second print mode, further charging fees to a provider of the 
additional images and, in the case of the second print mode, altering the ratio of the 
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charge imposed on the provider of the additional images and the charge for printing the 
document images, depending on times required for printing the additional images". 
Independent claim 21 contains a similar limitation: "a step of charging a first fee to the 
print of the document images when the first mode is selected and a second fee smaller 
than the first fee when the second mode is selected".
